Another object of the invention is the provision of a simulated 
i anirail bone which ie useful as a toy, and Khich appeals to 
j carnivorous animals suoh ae doge* and which is safe for them to 
|chewj and will not harm thorn if portions of the bone arB sallowed* 
Ik further object of the iuvention ia bo provide a Simula tad anijwil 
[bone from a rawhida sheet by wetting the rawhide and Toiling it 
into a cylindrical f on*, and, while still wot, tutting a slot eithe: 
partially or completely through, the cylinder adjatant each end 
lthoroof, and bending each end adjacant eaid slot bacir. and inserting 
jit into or completely through said alob, and then allowing the 
|j rawhide to dry. In this manner the ends of the cylinder will bocon™ 
| securely fixed in the slots and will give the appearance of the 
j knuckle joints of a bona* 

If desired, a slot niay be cut in the cylinder adjacent one end 
thereof only and tha aame procedure followed as sot forth above. 
I ^nimaX toys and artificial bones for dogs havu become increasingly 
| popular in rccsnt years, and it is important that th&ee articles 
| abound be appoalina,, safe, and lonp~lnsting for uafndvoraus animals, 
and in addition, should ba no n-etai fling so that furniture* clothing, 
and floor covering*, otc*, will be protected from damage.
